This forenoon, at Fort Constitution. 


New Castle, was unveiled a bronze 
tablet erected by the New Hampshire 
branch of the Society of Colonial 
Wars, in commemoration of the cap- 
ture of Fort William and Mary, (now 
Fort Constitution,) on the 14th and 
15th of December, 1774. The tablet, 
which is four feet high and three feet, 
two Inches wide, is affixed to the out- 
er wall of old Fort Constitution, on 
the right hand side of the sally- 
port, and bears the following inscrip- 
tion: 


In Commemoration 


of the first victory of the 


American Revolution,

14—15 December 1774.

THE CAPTURE OF THE FORT. 


History and Tradition Sifted to Gat 


At the True Story. 


From "The Capture of Fort Wil- 


liam and Mary, December 14 and 15, 
1774, 
by 
Prof. 
Charles 
Lathrop 


Parsons," deputy governor-general of 
the Society of Colonial Wars, reprint- 
ed from the Proceedings of the New 
Hampshire Historical society, the fol- 
lowing account of the two expeditions 
against Fort William and Mary is 
collated. 
« 


Prof. Parsons, in preparing his 


most interesting and valuable paper, 
made exhaustive research, into and 
comparison of all available printed 
and written records bearing on the 
subject; gave due weight to traditions, 
where they were in line with, or not 
opposed to, accepted and proved his- 
tory, and also to such stories of par- 
ticipants in the raids,—related scores 
of years after the raids occurred, and 
in some cases at second and third 
hand, and containing many manifest 
errors,—as have been ordinarily ac- 
cepted as history. 


Among the sources of information 


utilized by Prof. Parsons are the let- 
ters of Gov. Wentworth to the Earl of 
Dartmouth, and General Gage, at the 
time of the atttack and immediately 
afterward, and his several orders and 
proclamations in connection 
there- 


with; the report to Gov. Wentworth 
of Capt. Cochran, who commanded 
the fort, relative to the capture of the 
fort and the seizure of the arms and 
munitions of war; private letters 
written at the same period by resi- 
lents of Portsmouth; the Massachu- 
etts Gazettte, Post Boy and Adver- 
iser, and the New Hampshire Ga- 
ette, of December, 1774; the 
New 


Hampshire Mercury of 1785, contaiu- 
ng a letter from Gen. Sullivan, and 
the New Hampshire Spy of 1789; Am- 
erican Archives; Belknap's 
History 


of New Hampshire: Provincial Pa- 
pers of New Hampshire; 
Whitton's 


History 
of New Hampshire, 1834; 


New England Historical and Genea- 
ogical Register, 1869; Proceedings of 
'ongress; Report of the 
Adjutant- 


General of New 
Hampshire, 1866; 


Brewster's Rambles; 
and 
many 


others. 


With such extensive research, and 


he national reputation of Prof. Par- 
sons as a conscientious and thorough- 
going historian, it may safely be as- 
sumed that his carefully 
prepared 


story of the captures of Fort William 
and Mary in December, 1774, is as 
full in detail and as near absolute 
correctness as we are ever likely to 
get. 


The opening paragraph 
of 
Prof. 


Parsons' account is as follows: 


Few events in the history of New 


Hampshire have excited more inter- 
est or caused more controversy than 
the successful atttack upon Fort Wil- 
liam and Mary, in Portsmouth har- 
bor, on Dec^l4, 1774; the removal of 
the powder~contained 
in its maga- 


zines on the same afternoon; and the 
second capture of the fort, together 
with the small arms and other stores, 
on the night of the 
following day. 


Too much has been written that is 
not history, and 
many statements 


concerning these events are generally 
accepted as facts which have bad 
their rise in the fertile imagination of 
some writer. Many articles have ap- 
peared in the public press, but only a 
few really scholarly attempts have 
been made to determine the 
actual 


facts." 


The historian then briefly recites 


numerous Incidents occurring 
here 


during tbe year 1774, previous to the 
attacks on the fort; refers to num- 
erous records showing the unrest of 
ihe people of this province, and con- 
tinues: 


"Thus it will be seen that when 


Paul Revere brought his message on 
December 13, 1774, from the commit i 
tee in Boston to Mr. Samuel Cutts of 
the Portsmouth committee, innounc-1 
Ing that troops were to be sent to re 
enforce the fort, and bringing infor- 
mation, aleo, of the removal of thf 
military stores in Rhode Island, and 
of the king's order in council 
pro 


hibiting the exportation of gunpowder 
and military stores to America, the 
people were in a state of mind read) 
for revolt. Mr. Cutts 
immediate}} 


called the committee together, and 
they proceeded to plan for the cap 
ture of tbe powder upon tbe follow 
ing day. Governor Wentworth seem? 
to have had some intimation of what 
might happen, for he sent word tc 
Captain Cochran, commanding at the 
fort, to be upon his guard. 


"In Wentworth's report on the af 


fair, however, he states that 'before 
any suspicion could be had of theii 
intentions, about four hundred mer 
were gathered together.' Certain It 
is that, about twelve o'clock on Wed 
nesday, 
December 
14, all secrecy 


ended; for members of the commit- 
tee, accompanied by drum and fife 
paraded the streets of Portsmouth 
and called the citizens together. Bj 
order of 
Governor Wentworth the 


chief justice of the 
province made 


proclamation that what they proposed 
was open rebellion against the king 
but they did not waiver, and bavin? 
finally gathered together a coajpan; 
of their townsmen, and such others 
as could be obtained from the adjoin 
ing towns of Newcastle and Rye, ir 
all about four hundred men, they pro 
ceeded to Fort William and Mary. 


There they were warned by Cap- 


tain Cochran not to enter, and were 
fired upon both by cannon and small 
arms 
No one appears to have been 


injured, however, and they immedi- 
ately stormed the fort, 
and 
easily 


overcame such resistance as the one 
officer and five effective men coulc" 
offer 
Having captured the fort, th«j 


proceeded to haul down the 
king's 


colors, end then, removed all of the 
gunpowder in the magazine, with thf 
exception of one barrel. About out 
hundred barrels of powder were sr 
obtained, and these were sent up ihf 
Piscataqua to Durham, that 
same 


evening, with a letter to General Sul 
livan, who had not been^. in Ports 
mouth that .day. 


"On the following day, Thursday 


December 15, 1774, a party of mer 
:ame from Durham to Portsmouth 
ind, that night, together with other 
itizens, under the leadership of Johr 
Sullivan, they again took the fort and 
arried off the lighter cannon and all 
of the small arms. 
On Friday, a 


jarty under command of 
Captair 


Nathaniel Folsom of Exeter came to 
Portsmouth and remained on guard 
all day; until in*the afternoon, on the 
rising tide, the arms were sent ur 
the river. They finally reached Dur 
ham; 
but only 
after 
many weary 


hours of cutting through the ice 
which had just formed In the branch 
of the Piscataqua, which leads up to 
that town." 


Gov. Wentworth, in. a letter to Gen 
age dated Dec. 14, 1774, (the day of 


the fort's first capture,) describing 
the occurrence at some length, says: 
'The principal persons who took the 
!ead 
in this enormity 
are 
well 


known;" but he does not name anj 
of them 
Capt. Cochran, in his report 


of the same date to Gov. Wentworth, 
says: 


"Nothing material occurred till thlf 


day, one o'clock, when I was informed 
there were a numbpr of people com- 
ing to take possession of the fort, up- 
on which, having only five effective 
men with me, I prepared to make the 
best defence I could, and 
pointed 


some guns to the places where I ex- 
pected they would enter. About three 
o'clock, the fort was beset 
on all 


sides by upwards of 
four 
hundred 


men. 
I told them on their peril not to 


enter. They replied they would. I 
immediately ordered three four-pound- 
ers to be fired on theun, 'and then the 
small arms; and before we could be 
ready to fire again, we were stormed 
on all quarters, and they Immediately

1834; and Whitton does not give his 
authority. 
Subsequent writers (giv- 


.'ng as their authority Daniel P. 
Drown, a nephew of Pickering, and 
who related the story as told him by 
Ms father, Samuel Drown, a partici- 
pant in the first of the raids) also 
name Pickering as the leader; 
but 


~heir informant 
names 
Sullivan, 


George Frost of Durham and Dr. 
Bartlett of Kingston as participants, 
though it is certain none of them had 
1 part in it, although all took part in 
the second one. Daniel P. Drown's 
story of what be remembered as hav- 
ing heard from his father, although. 
Interesting, evidently cannot be relied 
upin as being history. 
That Capt 


Pickering took active part in the' first 
raid Is more than probable, judging 
from what is known of his tempera- 
ment and career; but be was not its 
leader. 
That distinction belongs to 


John Langdon. 


Prof. Parsons closes hia paper by 


answering the question, "Was the 
Capture of Fort William and Mary the 
First Overt Act of the Revolution?" 
as follows: 


'There is no question that previous 


to Dec. 14, 1774, bodies of men had 
lestroyed private property owing to 
their disapproval of British methods, 
and in a few cases had even assaulted 
the royal power. But the capture of 
Fort William and Mary was the first 
organized light of the Revolutionary 
War, and on Dec. 14, 1774; the first 
(jun of that war was fired. It is true 
that on Dec. 5, 1774, the assembly ot 
Rhode Island ordered tbe powder and 
shot In Fort George to be removed to 
a place of safety, and it ia further 
true that it was done with tbe same 
Intent and purpose, and undoubtedly 
Influenced the subsequent action at 
Portsmouth.

was accomplished 


without opposition, and was simply 
the confiscation of stores already in 
their possession.

The weather of the past week, In 


many reepecta, pretests a much dif- 
ferent aspect from that which pre 
railed for nearly two months. The 
amount of sunshine was very imall 
the »kies being generally overcast the 
greater portion of the time. Togeth 
er with the cloudy weather, fog was 
oreTft&nt, 
with 
generous 
rains! 


hroughout the whole section. 
Temperature—-Owing 
to 
foggy 


weather, the temperature ranges were 
small the major part ot Che week, 
there being neither maximum noi 
minimum readings that were abnor- 
mal. The means for the district were 
probably * liftle below normal. The 
iwan for the Weather Bureau stations 
below was €1 degrees. In preceding 
years it was, sixty in 1902; 61 in 1901 
%ad €3 in 1900. The mean at Boston, 
52 degrees, was 3 below the 31-yeai 
normal of 65, and 2 below the mean 
Df the week preceding. The highest 
mean for the corresponding week in 
*ny year since 1872 is 75 degrees in 
1891 and the lowest, 57, in 1881.

The crop condition has materially 


!mproved since the last bulletin. The 
much needed rains finally came, and 
n a manner to do much good; for 
although the weekly amounts were 
'wge, yet in most locations they so 
caBne -as to be almost wholly ab 
lorbed by the thirsty soil. Seed that 
had lain, in the ground three, and, 
in many cases, five weeks, sprouted, 
while crops already up received a 
Wealthy impetus. The weather being 
infavcrable for cultivation, weeds of 
ill kinds took advantage of the occa- 
sion *nd are growing rank, so that 
many fields are becoming foul. 


Grain—Most winter grain is, 
ot 


oourse, too far advanced to derive 
much benefit from the rains. In some 
'ocalities it was badly lodged by the 
high winds that occurred on the 12th. 
Spring sown grain will doubtless re 
cuperate where not too badly burned 
^y the druoth. Corn is necessarily im- 
proving, but its condition is below 
the average. 


Grass—Grass and pastures are es 


jecially feeling the beneficial effects 
>f the rain Even fields that were ex- 
tremely dry are freshening up. On 
far advanced fields about the only 
jeneftt that can accrue will be a 
thickening up at the bottom. Some 
farmers had decided that the better 
plan was to mow early and trust to 
Providence that the remainder of the 
season would be sufficiently favorable 
to insure a good second crop. Many 
3elda, consequently, have been mown, 
but the foul weather has hindered the 
curing of the grass 
Pastures 
are 


looking better, but feed is still very 
short 


Fniit—Some damage is rpported as 


resulting to apples train the 
high 


winds of the 12th. Some fruit was 
blown off, but the more serious dam- 
age probably lies in the breaking off 
ot so many young twigs. Reports as 
to the probable ultimate yield vary 
with localities, but it seems 'likely 
that unless something, unforeseen oc- 
curs there will be arV average crop. 
Strawberries are a partial failure, but 
the outlook for raspberries and black- 
berries is promising. 


Vegetables—Potatoes, with the aifl 


of the rain, are making remarkable 
growth, although their condition is 
somewhat uneven. Aroostook county, 
Maine, reports a large acreage 
in 


fairly good condition. Garden VPRP- 
tabtes are likewise in much bettor 
shape than they were a week ago, and 
in moat cases we're not so severely 
Injured but what they will now do 
well. 


Tobacco—iMuch tobacco was fortu- 


nately set immediately previous to 
the rains and Is now in

Tbe 
warm weather which prevailed during 
the middle of Hay doubtless caused 
this increase in the sale of the col- 
ored shoe. The dealers all argue that 
there fe nothing so satisfactory for 
an all-round summer shoe as a rus- 
set article of footwear, and that th; 
patent leather, which has been so pop' 
ular everywhere, is entirely unsult- 
ed to this climate In the months of 
June, July and August The russet 
shoe not only looks cool and comfort- 
able, but is a positive relief In contrast 
to tbe bright leathers which 
have 


been worn so universally during tbe 
winter and spring. '

Tbe Haverhill retailers'ire quite 


positive that the salos of russet shoes 
this season will *W larger than for 
several years, and that the 
bettoi 


grades of these goods will be in ex 
ceptlonally active demand. 
Judging 


by the early sales of russet shoes In 
this city, there Is «very reason to be 
lieve that the dealers are right in 
their belief, and that they 'will make 
substantial sales of this summer foot- 
wear during tbe next three '.months. 


The manufacturers, however, 
are 


not all pleased with the demand to 
turn out tan shoes and the cost is 
considerably more than it is on the 
same grade of black shoes. Tbetrou 
ble is that it Is almost Impossible tc 
match the colors, a vamp from on? 
skin being either lighter or darker 
than a quarter cut from the same 
skin. It is the same all through, and 
the cost of cutting is 
greatly 
en 


banced as a consequence. For thi 
reason the makers'of shoes do net 
look upon the change of style as be- 
ing altogether without its disadvan- 
tages, and, while they will probabl> 
not be able to stem the tide, which 
certainly has set hard, they may be 
depended on to do their utmost to 
discourage the growth of tbe sent!

that when the stock once gets a disease 
they quickly succumb. The dairyman 
is perhaps better able to overcome thi<- 
difficulty than any one el<e from tl-e 
fact that he has th<- feed ja.-t siiiu-o 
for raising hogs for breeding purposas 
With a good many farmers the tend 
eney is to feed too much corn from 
birth to maturity. Too much concen- 
trated food causes a fineness of bone 
and weakness of the muscular system. 
This can be easily remedied by feed- 
ing more nitrogenous or muscular mak- 
ing food, such as skimmed milk and 
clover, of which the dairyman should 
have an abundance 
Breeding stock 


may be selected with the best of care, 
but if the animals are not fed such 
foods as will maintain the bone and 
muscular system they are sure to de- 
preciate In value as breeders.. 


HOST* Move DoTvmvard. 


For a long time hogs have boen high- 


er than corn, says Stockman and Farm- 
er. The hog paid more for grain than 
any other market would pay. The 
highest bidder gets the stuff, and the 
bog has been getting it right along, but 
since the pork supply has been inade- 
quate to the enormous consumptive de- 
mand be continued to put in a higher 
bid than the grain dealer. Of late the 
pork supply has enlarged as a result of 
corn seeking the highest market, and 
at the same time consumption has suf- 
fered a clwck natural to the season and 
to lower prices for competing meats. 
Result, a slump In hogs, bringing coun- 
try prices down to where the hog is 
not paying a very big premium on 
corn. All this is history. But what of 
the future? Much depends on the corn 
crop now in the ground. If it Is good 
there is no reason to expect high pricei 
for hogs for some time, for there will 
probably be plenty of them. Every- 
body has been and is raising hogs until 
the shortage in numbers is no more, 
but the amount of pork they moke de- 
pends very mucb on the corn crop.

der. I used no crossbeams in the 
mows, but used long angle braces in- 
stead.

For sills I used timber 4 
by 12 inches on a concrete wall, and to 
them I spiked plank 14 inches wide 
slanting out from a true angle of the 
wall, forming feed troughs. The semi- 
circular rafters are made three ply of 
six sections, each piece being cut 7 
Inches.

Si-e that the horse ha* a cieau, cool, 


airy stable; that be j» cleaned nijjbt 
and morning to get rid of loose hair 
and the dandruff 
.•ouiiig with it; 


sponge his face. <•>«•«. nostrils, mouth 
and around situs and s-he-.uli when Le 
eou.'-s in STV oaty. Do not allow him to 
drhik a Isrjre ovamity of water -when 
hot— a swallow or two will suffice, and 
the full drink should be given later 
when he has cooled off. Always give 
the water first and the food when that 
has been jaken and when he has had 
time to rest and cool off. advises Live 
Stock Report. Nothing is to be gained 
by watering and feeding a warm and 
tired horse. The noon hour is shorten- 
ed by such practice, but so is the life 
or usefulness of the horse. It pays to 
rest him at noon and remove his har- 
ness. He -will work better and longer 
and have less trouble from sore shoul- 
ders and neck where this is done. He \ 
will not pant and sweat so mucb when i 
hardened on oats and treated as above, 
and when the hot spell comes he will 1 
go through the day without "going 
down," "petering out" or having the 
"sweat stop on him," as so often hap- 
pens to corn fed, bndly managed 
horses. But in the hot weather it is 
not enough to water him at noon and 
night. The brown jug in the cool mud 
of the slough should be for him as 
much as for the driver. He wants and 
deserves a sip of cold water now and 
then as much as does the man and 
should have it, and if there is a little 
oatmeal in it so mucb the better when 
work is bard and the weather hot. 


Out All -Winter. 


In speaking of a noted shire stallion 


whose second crop of foals won over 
fifty prizes, including several champi- 
onships, the London Live Stock Jour- 
nal says: He is "kept out all winter In 
natural condition especially for stud 
purposes." And no doubt this has a 
lot to do with his success at the stud. 
"Ke'pt out nil winter" in the mild cli- 
mate of England does not signify that 
such should be the rule here, but plen- 
ty of outdoor exercise when idle and 
plenty of oats all the time will make a 
stallion valuable if anything in the line 
of care and feeding will do it. 


American Hole* In South Africa. 
A message recently published by the 


press states that the British govern- 
ment has decided that the American 
male is needed to rehabilitate the 
Transvaal and Orange River colonies 
in South Africa. It is stated that the 
total number of mules required is 60,- 
000, 
and the price is to be §106.66, or 


around £35 per head. This means a to- 
tal payment of §10,000,000 for the 
mules The animals are to be contract- 
ed for in "lots to suit" th» require- 
ments of the authorities in South Afri- 
ca and will be shipped about 1,000 at a 
time from Kew Orleans after inocula- 
tion. It will be recalled, says Breeder's 
Gazette, that during the Boer war the 
United Kingdom maintained a large 
establishment nt Lathrop, Mo., where 
horses and mules were inoculated, and 
it is considered probable that the same 
promises will be utilized again. It was 
found that the danger of death during 
acclimation was greatly lessened when 
the horses anil mules were inoculated 
before shipment From the statement 
of price it would appear that the inten- 
tion is to purchase good, big, sturdy 
mules that will be able to do a lot of 
work in the subduing of the ground. 
Agriculturally speaking, the British 
South African colonies are possessed of 
Ki-eat. possibilities, and with American 
mules to do the hardest of the work it 
should not be long before an exporta- 
ble surplus of grain and meat will be 
forthcoming.

Teaching to Back. 


G. E. F. wants some one to tell him 


how to teach a colt to back in harness. 
My wny is to stop a load of any kind 
on a side hill. Don't drive up a long 
hill, just a few steps up, and let him 
hold it (with a horse you can depend ou 
to back or go ahead when told). When 
he looks tired, ask him to back and at 
Ihe same time give him a short, quick 
jerk, with the rcius, always while sit- 
ting in the wagon. Then loosen the reins 
whether be steps back or not. After 
sitting a few seconds give another jerk. 
Always loosou the reius nud give him 
lota of tune to think whether it is not 
bo&t to let the load go back and not 
hold it. It you succcid in getting him 
to take a tew stops back, then go a lit- 
tle farther up the hill and give him 
lots of time to bold the load, theu try 
us before. If you get him to back, don't 
ask him to bnck unless you know the 
other horse can back the wagon alone.

through the usual experimental stage 
through the eastern and middle wefet 
mates, and it is now getting donn to 
a thoroughly practical working basis. 
Farmers who originally bought low 
grade or crossbred animals and com- 
mon goals for brush clearing purposes 
alone have dtseo\ ered that a good goat 
will do as much toward clearing the 
land and pay an interest upon the in- 
vestment while he is at work. Many 
beginners thought that they could 
breed up the common goat in a short 
time and make of him a good mohair 
producing animal. 


Those who had tried this experiment 


in the western states knew that it re- 
quired years of bard work and very 
careful selective breeding to bring the 
common goat to a degree of perfection 
•which would make of him a mohair 
producer. In fact, this i* the very rea- 
son why the Angora Industry has 
taken so long to get thoroughly started 
in the United States. If first or sec- 
ond cross animals, or even those of the 
third cross, would produce a sufficient 
quantity of the right qnallty of mohair 
the American product would now 
equal that of Turkey. 


It has been thoroughly demonstrated 


that the Angora goat will not do well 
upon low, marshy ground, but that 
he will produce mohair of excellent 
quality and that he will thrive well on 
rolling land. The idea that an Angora 
goat will winter In this section of the 
country without food or shelter has 
been proved to be a great mistake, 
writes W. C. Bailey of Kansas City, 
Mo., In Wool Markets and Sheep. He 
requires as much care in the winter as 
sheep, and if he- is properly cared for 
he does well. During the spring and 
summer be makes hia living readily 
off brush and leaves and comes Into 
the Mnter In first rate condition, and 
if 1 
condition is maintained through- 


out i "• winter he yields an excellent 
crop c" mohair in the spring and is 
ready i ^ repeat the 'brush clearing 
process of the previous year. 


From my observation I am led to be- 


lieve thai most of the losses in the 
flocks last winter were due to inade- 
quate protection or improper or insuf- 
ficient food. In feeding roughness al- 
most any good, wholesome fodder will 
do, and it may be estimated that it re- 
quires fifteen goats to consume as 
much as one steer. I believe that if the 
animal is maintained in good condition 
It is unnecessary to feed corn or grain. 
The Angora goat, however, does re- 
quire exercise, and he should have a 
chance to run upon dry ground or that 
which is well drained on all fine winter 
days. 


The much desired decrease in the 


marketing of cattle has failed to mate- 
rialize, snys Stockman and Farmer. 
Supplies have be^n ample right along, 
and there seems to be no danger of a 
shortage in the near future. Cattle 
held back because of unsatisfactory 
markets must come soon, as they will 
be too heavy for the trade later in the 
summer. Distillery cattle is also due 
now. 
A good many feed lots have been 


filled up during the past winter with 
the June market in view. On the whole 
there is not much prospect of any sub- 
stantial improvement in prices at an 
early date. Some things make the 
chances later on look more favorable. 
If present indications are correct the 
ranges will finish fewer cattle than 
last year. Not so many have gone from 
the southern to the northern range 
country, and supplies on the ranges 
are lighter than usual because every- 
thing that could be shipped was sent 
forward last fall. 
Range men were 


short of keep and feared the winter, 
prices were good, and they shipped oft 
their stock pretty closely. Probably 
the range competition will not be so 
strenuous this year either in quantity 
or quality of beef.

Steers averaging 900 to 
1,000 pounds hnve gone to Ohio, Penn- 
sylvania and West Virginia lately at 
prices which mean $4.65 nnd $5.25 laid 
down nt home. These are the same 
prices that cost so many people their 
corn crop during the past winter, snya 
Stockman nnd Farmer, and unless 
there is n deckled improvement in fat 
cattle the buyers cannot niake money 
on feeders nt such figures. It Is nn ex- 
ception when feeders bought nt fut 
cnttle prices mnko n profit for the man 
who finishes them for market.

rather a shaky voice; "just a little up- 
set; that's all." 


Pooley emerged from his retreat, and 


the two regarded tbe w recked office in 
silence, wondering at their marvelous 
escape from death. It was .difficult at 
first to take In tbe situation, the whole 
affair had happened so quickly. 
It 


was not easy to recognize in th<* scene 
of destruction before them the com- 
fortable bank quarters with the ap- 
pearance of which they v ere so fa- 
miliar. Every vestige of plaster had 
been shaken from the walls, the laths 
In "the ceiling were torn away, leaving 
great, gaping holes? and the pictures 
had been hurled from one end of the 
room to the other. Papers, bank notes 
and coin were scattered in every di- 
rection, and the furniture was splin- 
tered and ruined. 


Meanwhile residents of the towti, 


alarmed by the explosion, came hurry- 
ing up. To them Mr. Pooley related 
"what had taken place as well as his 
agitated state of mind permitted. It 
then occurred to some one to inquire/ 
concerning ftie fate of tbe author of 
the outrage. A search was forthwith 
instituted among the piles of debris. 


The first thing discovered was the 


stick of dynamite deposited by the des- 
perado on tbe ledge of the ledger keep- 
er's wicket. This, curiously enough, 
was intact. A moment later all that 
remained of the unfortunate bank rob- 
ber was found among the litter on the 
floor. The face and right arm had 
been blown completely away, and al- 
together the body presented a most 
horrid appearance. Nemesis had in- 
deed overtaken him, swift and terrible. 


The fact that one stick of dynamite 


was found unexploded is one of the 
things which do not admit of explana- 
tion, dynamite being a peculiar explo- 
sive. The ruffian must have had about 
his person a further supply which was 
exploded by the concussion produced 
by the firing of the revolver. 


Although the attempt at holding up 


the bank thus fortunately failed, the 
damage done to the building was very 
considerable. A quantity of gold dust 
was also temporarily lost, scattered by 
the explosion, but by careful scrubbing 
and f.cra-ping of tho walls and floor of 
the room the missing gold was all re- 
cove' ed.

His death revealed his past life. One 


night a meeting of the local authori- 
ties In his town was being held to con- 
sider ways and means of celebrating 
a national event. Mr. Carston had been 
expected to attend, but quite urex- 
pectedly he failed to put in an appear- 
ance. 


On account of the numeious raids 


which had been made on property in 
the neighborhood J. J. Gregsoii, the 
owner of a mill, had put a sprins; gun 
at the entrance to his establishment ar- 
ranged so that any one attempting to 
enter would bung the charge ot buck- 
shot on him. While he TI as at tho meet- 
ing his son heard the explosion of a 
gun Running to the miU entrance, be 
found that some one had eudea\ oied to 
enter and had been shot. It was impos- 
sible during the night to follow the 
trail left, and search was abandoned 
until morning. 


About 10 o'clock 
Mi-. 
Carston's 


housekeeper was astonished to see tue 
master of the household como drag- 
ging himself to the door, w ith his 
clothes covered with blood and his left 
arm hanging limp at his side. 


"J have been shot by sonic scoun- 


drel," he gasped. "Help me to bed and 
call a phj sician." 


When the tloctor came Carston made 


some explanation and the wound was 
dressed. An, hour later Carston was 
found dead in his bed. He had torn 
away the bindings and had bled to 
death. 


The town was "hocked the 
no\t 


morning to learn that two crimes had 
been committed. Some one had en- 
deavored to enter thf> Gre^son mill and 
some one had shot Mr. Carston. The 
constable was urged to spare no pains 
in finding the perpetrators. 


The trail of blood leading from the 


mill entrance could be followed to tho 
highway, where it stopped. The phy- 
sicians examining Mr. fnrston's body 
found that tbe woxind had been Infli<"t- 
ed by buckshot. It wns found that 
there were blood marks in the rig 
which wns standing in the Carstcu 
stables. The constable took some of 
tho buckshot to Oregson, who c 
claimed th.it he loaded his spring g->n 
with sncli shot.

Sect. 79. If any person shall take 


or attempt to take up or in any way 
knowingly and wilfully interfere with 
any lobster trap while set for lawful 
use within this state, without the au- 
thority of the owner thereof, or shall 
without such authority, take, remove, 
or carry away from any 
beach 
or 


shore any lobster net, or lobster trap, 
or any warp, or buoy thereof, he shall 
be fined fifty dollars (|50), and in any 
prosecution for any offense under this 
section, possession by any 
person 


other than the owner, of any 
such 


net, trap, warp, or buoy, shall consti- 
tute prima tacie evidence of his guilt 
of the offense charged. 
And if any 


person shall have or maintain any 
lobster pen in which live lobsters are 
confined, unless the 
name of 
the 


owner thereof shall be carved, paint- 
ed, or printed thereon in legible let- 
ters not less than three fourths of an 
inch in length, he shall be fined fifty 
dollars ($50.) 


Sect. 2. This act shall take effect 


upon its passage. 


Approved, March 31. 19030.

p. 570), the 
regulators themselves 


became staunch supporters 
cf the 


royal authority. The three and one 
half years intervening between this 
affair and that of William and Mary 
is sufficient in itself to separate it 
from the Revolutionary period. 


"The opinion of Rev. Alonzo H. 


Quint, D. D., in regard to the capture 
of Fort William and Mary, is 
often 


well quoted in the words, '.The daring 
character of this assault cannot be 
overestimated. • It was 
an organized 


investment of a royal fortress, where 
the king's flag was flying, and where 
the king's garrison met them 
with 


muskets and artillery. It was four 
months before Lexington, and Lexing- 
ton was resistance to attack, while 
this was a deliberate assault. When 
the king heard of this capture it so 
embittered him that all hope of con- 
cessions was at an end. It made war 
inevitable.' "
